Two documents have been released to you in part in 
previous interim releases. At this time, as our final response to your 
request, the remaining three documents (nine pages) are being released to 
you in part. 





information is denied pursuant to FOIA exemption (pb) (1) as properly 
classified information under ‘Executive Order 13526, Sections 1.4(c), 1.4(d), 
and 1.4(g). To the extent that the classified information in the responsive 


documents is over 25 years old, we have determined that it qualifies for 
continued classification under Executive Order 13526, Section 3.3 (b) (1). 


In addition, material is denied pursuant to FOIA exemption (b) (3), 
which is the basis for withholding information that is exempt from 
disclosure by statute. In this case, the applicablé withholding statutes 
are: 


10 U.S.C. § 424, which provides (except as required by the President 
or for information provided to Congress), that no provision of law 
shall be construed to requixe the disclosure of the organization -or 
any function of the NRO; the number of persons émployed by or assigned 
or detailed to the NRO; or the name or official title, occupational 
series, grade, or salary of any such person; and 
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The €entral Intelligence Agency Act of 1949, 50 U.S.C. § 403, as 
amended, e.g., Section 6, which exempts information pertaining to 
the organization, functions, names, titles, salaries, and number of 
personnel employed by the Agency. . 


The FOIA authorizes agenciés te assess fees for records services. In 
this case, no assessable fees were incurred in processing your request. 


You have the right to appeal this determination to the NRO Appéal 
Authority, 14675 Lee Road, Chantilly, VA 20151-1715, within 60 days of the 
above date... Should you decide to do this, please explain. the basis of ‘your 
appeal.
